0 With entertaining as her theme, the 
Duchess of Windsor continues her story of 
the Moulin de la Tuilerie. an old mill near 
Paris which she and the Duke remodelled. 
It is the first home they have ever owned. 



THE other day when I luld (he butler he* 
many there would he (or dinner he askex 
if he might know who the guests were to be. 
I said I didn't think that was necessary, hu: 
he explained that it would help him selcm th' 
proper wines! 

He probably knows belter than I win 
among our friends are thf real gourmet.-. 

While J was amused bv this at first, it ranv- 
over me afterward thai it is just this melirnlom 
attention to detail thai I have always felt makes I 
party perfcci — certainly my own! 

I enjoy my own parlies, but that's us u i 
because everything has Ih-eu planned down to th" 
nth dci unal plare. When this has bc^n dOBM tit 
it's all going off just as it should I feel the ssnr 
satisfaction an engineer must feel as he watches i 
machine running perfectk 

Although I can never be casual about enter 
tjininji — or about anything in the house, for Lhii: 
matter — when really terrible things happen I'm 
completely calm. "ITie time the electricity faile'. 
just before twenty guesu were coming tn dirtnei 
just lit all the candles 

But I am rursed — or blessed, 1 don'r knnv, 
which- witli a photographic eye. I go into .i 
room or a shup and I take in ever) detail, even 
without really trying, and can desrrilxc il all ajflrl- 
ward. If this just happened in other people' 
houses or on shopping expeditions, it would bi 
mejrly an interesting gift, bin at home it i' 
a torment tn everybody, lor 1 can't rest till what 
is helter-skelter is put right. 

As I go around straightening bric-a-brac am 
putting little fell protectors under thr flower vase 
my friends call me Harriet — from Harriet Cran 
in the play "Craig's Wife." 

My aunt, when she sees me move a dish a rcniph 
of inches, sometimes asks. "Now vmTvr fixed it 
do you really think it looks anv better?*' 

My husband, on the other hand, is very lolerani 0 
all this fussbiidgeting on mv part. I~hr Duke ha 
a military fondness for things in their prope: 
places himself and has some of thr same eve [m 
detail I have. Bui he is still astounded at the kj\ 
I know where everything it. even what is on what 
shelf in what rlusei 

I don't rely on mv memory, however 
photographic as it is. I am a ereat believer in 
lists, in plcins and schedules written down so all 
concerned know what is expettrd nl them 

When we are having house gursis I usually in 
to check the guest rooms mvself to make sure at 1 
the little things are there — like pencils, pens, anil 
stationery ill the desk: some new hooks, risarettrv 
matches, clock, and a vacuum flask bv ihe bed: 
fresh soap to match the bathroom: rotton, tissues, 
aspirin, and surh. 

In the morning while I'm liavinc breakfast 1 
start mv plans and paperwork for the d.n 

The chef sends in menus for me to check over: 
m\ serreiarv brings in the mail and I make titH 
notes, and telephone calls. If I am planning t 
fairlv larsrc dinner I usually discuss the menu with 
the chef at lewr ten dais ahrad. for meals with 
only a few guests [ try tn plan with him five ot 
six • ahead. 

On ordinary days I simply indicate whether the 
Duke and 1 will b r in or out and how monv tn 
expect for each meal. Of course, sometimes we 
ask fnends nn the spur of the moment— but 1 trs 
to plan ahead as much as possible 

Our chef it a very famous one. sou know— he 
was with thr Dstke when bf was King and brforr 
that he was with ihr Aga Khan— and a real artist 
A French chef always does his own marketing 
getting up early in the morning tn g n to the 
markets in Parij— he would never think of usin: 
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tufitM. fn the bedroom 
U-elttw. Thim irregularis 
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■ piece of meat, fijh, -or even a bead of 
riiuce ihat he hid noi selected himjelf. 
And naturally an important dinner in- 
volves much more of this careful sclec- 

'nm 

When he sends the menus in 10 me 
iliey arc usually (or two or three days 
I j time — I cither approve them as 
!hey are or 1 write suggestion! for 
• honges on thr margin, 

1 he f)uke and I like very simple (pod 
.r ourselves — and our diet is particii- 
iarly simple since the Duke was threat- 
•nril with an ulcer several years ago and 
had to have s» many things pureed. We 
ire always on the lookout (or new ways to 
icrvc pureed vegetables. 

The other day at a friend's housr we 
had siring beans with tiny slivers ol 
Irrnon in them— something new and very 
delirious, we thought. 

One of my favorite dishes is chicken 
pie and another favorite is a shad-roe 
muffle with small pieces of bac6n cut 
up in it. 

All our kitrhen equipment Is French, 
with the exception of the refrigerators 
and the freeczer, The range is a coal 
range, which all French chefs insist on, 
with a' small gas unit to one side for 
quick operations. 

I am fascinated by kitchen gadgets, 
but I never know when 1 buy one 

i,. iher Chef will embrace it or quietly 
ignore it. So it was with fear and 
trembling that I brought back from New 
YOrlt an eleorir mixer with various 
attachments. But surprise I I don'l 
know how it happened, but the chef 
was thrilled with it and uses it all the 
time. 

After the menu has !>ccii settled for a 
imall or large dinner, I plan the table 
letting. Here at the mill I use itainins 
ilrrl with bamboo handles so there need 
he no worry about silver that has to be 
Imked up- I have several sets of French 
and Italian pottery and odd groups of 
plates and bowLs. alt of which can be 
used together. 

I like to vary the color combinations 
from course to course throughout the 
meal -sometimes dark colors, sometimes 
light.

"foreigner!." One who 
signed himself "A 
D u t c hman" rebuked 
Pom: 

"It shows a lack of 
knowledge to judge a 
population or the gentle 
icx of this population 
by a few persons you 
have met, Mr. Pom 
When you travel round 
you'll find that there 
are good and had per- 
son* in every country.

THE Star Possibility is sur- 
rounded by various teachers 
and coaches. Word is sent out 
to all the producers in the studio 
that the Possibility il the biggest 
coming box-office attraction in the 
industry. 

Ami all the producers in the 
studio start fighting to get her as 
the lead lor one of their pictures. 

In the. meantime, the publicitv 
department goes to work on thr 
Star Possibility and floods the 
Press, ihe wire services, and the 
maga?ines with stories alxuit her 
wonderful character and fascinating 
oddities, and thousands ol photo- 
graphs. 

The columnists are bombarded 
with announcements of every sort 
about the Possibility, from hall .» 
driven impending marriages to an 
equal number of starring vehicles. 

Pretty soon the whole country gits 
the impression thai nearly all ihe 
eligible romantic males of thr Lux I 
are irying ic> marry the Possibility 
and that she in going to appear in 



half the important movies produced 
in Hollywood. 

All this takes a great deal of 
money and powerful efforts on 
everybody's part except the voting 
actress on whose brow ihe studio 
has decided to weld a silv'er star. 

The other way to fame open to 
Tri»- actress is the way of sranclal 
Have romance with half a dozen 
famous Don Juan*, divorce a few 
husbands, get named in police raids, 
cafe brawls, or other wives' divorce 
suits, ;ind vou can wind up in high 
demand by movie producers. 

The only trouble with becoming 
famous as a result of half a dozen 
scandalous happenings is thai the 
scandal-made star can't just rest on 
her old scandals. 

If she wants to keep her high 

I)!acc in the public eye and on the 
folly wood producers' casting list 
she has to keep getting into more 
and more hot water. 

Aflei you re thirty. five, getting 
into romantic hot watet is a little 
difficult, and getting youraell pub- 
licised in love triauelrs and cafe 
duels over your favors needs not 
onlv smart Press agents hut also a 
liilir hum!

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TWENTY - ONE strong, we 
gathered at Central Railway 
Station, Sydney, one sunny Friday 
morning — the tourist adven- 
turers of the Snowy Mountains. 

Staff photographer Adelie Hurley 
and [ were part of the group, all set 
to spend a week-end exploring the 
wonders of the Snowy Mountains 
Hydro-Electric Scheme on the roof of 
Aosrralin, hard by Mount Kosciusko. 

That we were adventurers we knew, 
berau.se the Tourist Bureau had 
labelled our jaunt a "Tour-Adven- 
ture." 

It's true, at tir-.i glance we didn't 
look specially adventurous. Thirteen 
of our number were women. Apart 
from two 24-year-olds, Doreen Mills 
anrj Shirley Nepean, and a youngish 
clerk named Frank Brand, the rest of 
the party hovered between middle- 
aged and elderly. 

But what are a few years when the 
heart is young was the uen.rr.tl feel- 
ing oo thai sunny Friday morning. 

Twittering like so many migrating 
starlings, we clambered aboard the 
train at Central at 8 a.m. By the 
lime we reached Cooma, 268 miles and 
eight huun later, most of the twitter 
had gone out of us and wr were hot, 
sleepy, gritty with coal dust, and 
plagued by over-eating, that bane of 
tourists. 

However, all trace of lassitude van- 
ishi-d when we finally hit Cooma, 
where we were met by a bits and a 
fresh-faced, clean-cut young man in a 
neat grey business suit, who intro- 
duced liimself at our guide, John 
Mackintosh. 

Mr. Mackintosh got right down to 
guiding. He walked Adelie and me 
briskly round the town, plying us with 
Emu and figures. 

tiwma, headquarters ot the Snowy 
Mountains Authority, has tripled its 
population (from 2000-odd to 6000- 



odd), he informed us, in the past three 
years. 

And it is no longer the frontier 
tgwn it was when the Authority moved 
in. Two new schools, but no new 
hotels, have been built. Nowadays, it 
seems, Cooma leans more to cultural 
clubs than to rip-roaring saloons. 

Even its night-cluh has closed down. 

However, there's still color there. 

As our bus trundled us round the 
town, busy with week-end shoppers, 
wr glimpsed dozens of young women 
pushing perambulators, hundreds of 
healthy Inditing children, and a goodly 
collection ul obviously European men, 
mostly short and stocky and dressed in 
bright jackets, big, yellow work-boots, 
and woollen caps with pompons. 

There were even one or two lean, 
rangy Australians in tight pants and 
broad hats, with the rolling walk of 
horsemen — the original men I ram 
Snowy River down from the mountain- 
musteriug and looking a little ill at 
ease in a town where huge trucks 
loaded wilh bulldozers and other vast 
machines to tear up their mountain* 
are constantly roaring by. 

We had no rime to Linger, and off 
we hustled in our bus lo North Cooma 
In dine as the guests of the Authority. 

By the time we piled into the bus 
again at about fix o'clock, after early 
dinner, lo start on the lasi stage of our 
day's journey — a 65-mile drive to 
Cabramurra, where we were to stay 
die night — we were one jolly, happy 
band. 

Throogh the lush green countryside 
we drove into the setting sun, past 
Adaminaby and the Adamituby 
Valley. 

Al (ass, just after nine o'clock, the 
bus panted round a hillside and ihc 
lights of Cabramurra burst on us lo 
a chorus of "OhV from the tourisls. 
Sharp, blue electric light is a shock 
on the top of an apparently deserted 
mountain.

There we ate and slept while island 
Bend went about its usual Saturday 
night occupation of gathering at the 
canteen. 

Songs in all languages floated up (0 
ua, but there was no riotousness. 

"Here peoples do not light each 
other," I was told by Mrs. Lorefic, the 
camp's house keeper. "Wr are oiaoy 
different peoples but we get on to- 
gether." 

Sunday was much like Saturday. 
During ihe morning wr saw sights— 
the tiuthega Dam, the Mtuiyang

Down the mountain roads we 
went, back to Cooma, and then on 
and on another 72 miles to Canberra, 
whrre a plane was waiting to fly ui 
back to Sydney. 

In the plane the adventurers, tired 
now but still undaunted, did some 
figuring. 

We had, we worked out, covered 
768 tni^ in three days. We'd seen 
more sights than most of us could 
remember, and it had cost us about 
2|d. a mile, food and lodging included 

"It was," said a Miss Dawding, 
dimming up, "the most wonderful trip 
you could think of.

Whrn the dinner host saidi 
"Miss Monroe, this il Joe Pi- 
Ma^gio," 1 wni quite sur- 
prised. Mr. Joe DiMaggio was 
unexpected. 

1 had thought I was going 
to meet a. loilfcl, sporty fellow. 
Instead, 1 found myself smiling 
at a reserved gentleman in a 
grey suit, with a grey tie and 
I rprinklc of grey m his hair, 
There were a few blue polka 
dots in his tie. 

If 1 hadn't been told he was 
some sort of a ball player I 
would have guessed he was 
ruber a steel magnate or a 
Congressman. 

He said: "I'm glad to meet 
you" and then fell silent for 
the rest of the evening. We 
sat next to each other at the 
table. 1 addressed only one 
remark id him.

Mr DiMaggio shook his 
head.

Rj always remember the 
soldier* and my honeymoon in 
Korea— with the 4,1 th Division 
When I got back to Tokto 
after plnying ten other shows, 
I tried to tell Tor about the 
wav the soldiers had rherrr-d 
rne. 1 was *tiH excited "You've 
never heard anything like the 
ensuring." I iold him. 
Joe grinned at me 
'*Yes 1 have " he said 
"Don't let it to lo your brad 
They'll boo vou as loud as they 
cheer you Just miss the hall 
oner, and see."

WfTH schooldays si lin- 
ing, and the summer 
holidays over, the gardener 
has time to spend in the 
garden. There arc many 
jobs to be dniK. Here arc 
the main ones for this 
month : 

* Colled delphinium seed. 

Inspect your fas-oHre del- 
phinium "plants which should 
by rinw be riprniiiK their seed 
in the oddly shaped seed 
heads- 

When quite ripe the heads 
split suddenly, dropping their 
seeds, so a careful watch must 
l»e kept. 

Delphiniums arc easy to 
raise from seed, provided it is 
fresh. You should collect 
your seed from specially 
selected plants. 

Because the seed does not 
retain its viability for Jong, 
it should he sown as soon us 
possible after gathering. 

If a delay ii unavoidable, 
store the seed in an air-tight 
packet or a well-scaled iar. 
It will then keep for a lew 
weeks. 

Seed sown in February and 
March will produce plants 
ready for transplanting in • 
spring, and thev will bloom 
ill January. 

Sots- in a well -drained 
seed-box filled with a mix- 
ture of two parts garden 
loam and one part sand 

Firm the earth down I 
well and put the seed in ' 
shallow drills scratched 
over the surface with a 
stick. 

Cover with a thin layer 
of the soil mixture which 
has been well sieved. 
Water with a fine spray. 

• Look la your citrus. 
In fairly warm climates 

citrus may he planted in 
February. Choose well- 
prepared soil and dig holes 
eifdit to nine inches deep, 
with the bottoms flat or 
slightly conical. 

Take care that the roots 
do not dry out while prepara- 
tions are being made Keep 
young trees which are wait- 
ing to be planted under sack- 
ing and in shade 

Place the plant in position 
and spread the roots. Then 
hll in the hole Willi line lop 
soil. Do not plant deeper 
lhau tnrv were in the nur- 
sery. 

Tread around ihem firmlv 



and give each at least two 
gallons of water. 

This is a good month to 
manute established trees. 

For a small tree use 21b. 
of blood and bone, or Ij to 
31b. of citrus fertiliser mix- 
lures, or Mb. of sulphate of 
ammonia or nitrate of soda. 

For large trees increase the 
quantity to 5 to 81b. of blood 
and bone, or 81b. to 101b, of 
citrus mixtures, or - to 31b.

of sulphate of ammonia or 
nitrate nf soda. 

Examine citrus trees closely 
for the young crawlers of red 
wax scale, which will be seen 
as little more ihan tiny light 
colored specks on the leaves. 

They are easiest to control 
when very small, so dun't 
delay. 

•Spray with au oil cmuhnnn, 
using j P't" of svhite oil to 
four gallons of water, or use 
It half strength, i.e., eight 
fluid oz- in four gallons of 
water, and apply twice at au 
interval of two days.

They are also iusc rpiiiili- 
to arid soil. Prepare thr 
permanent bed now by 
digging the soil and timing 
it. allowing about jib. per 
square yard. 

Seedlings are ready for 
transplanting when four 
to six inrb.es high, anil 
when the nems ;«" the 
thickness of a lead prnrtl 
To facilitate handling, 
lops may be. cut hack in 
within sn inc.li of the 
crown and the roots trimmed 
to about j-inch. 

They should lie planted in 
drills 12 to 15 inrhes apart, 
lienrath which a band r.f i i.nt- 
pletr fertiliser mixture ha* 
Iir-en placed, using I to 2oit. 
pa linear yard. 

Spare the plants six inches 
ap.trt :ind plant shallow so 
that soil rovers onlv roots and 
base of bulb. Onions must 
have plenty of water.
